The "celebrated" trial of the People 


vs. J. C. Smith, charged with violating 
the city prohibition ordinance, is now 
a matter of history. 


The trial covered a period of two 


days, twenty-three hours being actual- 
ly consumed, the jury bringing in a 
verdict of (acquittal at 5 a.m. Thursday 
morning. 


Although apparently a very simple 


case, not more than one pint of whis- 
key entering into the controversy, as 
it advanced it created a vast amount of 
interest and every man in town who 
could possibly concoct some plausible 
excuse for leaving his business, or in 
the evening could satisfy his wife that 
the attorneys for the prosecution need- 
ed their moral support, was to be found 
in Independence Hall, in which, on 
this occasion, Recorder Parker had 
selected to hold his court. 


There was no lack of legal talent 


represented. 
E- L. Hutchinson (El 


Hutch) appeared as usual in all such 
cases upon the side of the defense, 
and the prosecution was in the hands 
of Frederick Baker, Esq., attorney for 
the City of Covina, E. F. Hahn, Esq., 
watching the interests of the Anti- 
Saloon League, and E. B. Carrier, 
Esq., of Covitia was also associated 
with them. 


It exhausted a venire of sixty be- 


fore, in the eyes of the counsel, twelve 
true and unbiased citizens could be se- 
cured to try the case. 
They were:

G. F. Fetzer, the detective hired by 


the city attorney of Covina ;to investi-

steward of the Coviua Co-operative As- 
sociation, was conducting his place 
within the bounds of the prohibition 
ordinance of the city, was the com- 
plaining witness in the case. He told 
that how sometime in January he had 
stopped at >Mr. Smith's hotel with his 
wife and child and that during that 
time he secured of Mr. JSmith several 
drinks of whiskey and on one occasion, 
Jan. 12, a flask of whiskey, which was 
introduced in evidence as exhibit A. 


E. B. Carrier, Esq., was also placed 


on the stand by the prosecution and 
testified to having in his capacity as 
city attorney employed Mr. Fetzer to 
make said investigation and that from 
time to time he had reported and had 
deposited exhibit A, alledged to have 
been procured from Mr. Smith, in his 
hands for safe keeping. 
Attorney 


Hutchison put both these witnesses 
through a stiff cross-examination, but 
failed to change their evidence one 
iota. 


The defense put on the stand Cow- 


drey, Hutchinsou, Midley and Hilder- 
brand of Pomona and C. Madison of 
this place to impeach the evidence of 
Fetzer, all of whom swore that his 
general reputation for truth and vera- 
city in Pomona was bad. 


The prosecution came back with C. 


E. Ostrander and M. Overholtzer, the 
former under oath stating that he had 
known .Fetzer three years, during 
which time he had always looked upon 
him as an honorable man. M. Over- 
holtzer swore that the reputation of 
Cowdrey for truth and veracity was 
unquestionably shady. 


J. C. Smith, when placed on the 


stand in his own behalf, denied in toto 
the evidence of Fetzer, but said that 
on one occasion he had given the gen- 
tleman a drink from his own family 
supply, which upon cross-examination 
he admitted to be about fifteen gallons. 


The case throughout was replete 


with sensations, but the climax came 
on Wednesday night when the counsel 
for the defendant tried to make away 
with a material portion of the. evidence.

On Male and Mountain View Ceme- 
teries by the members of Burnside 
Post, G. A. R. As these noble vet- 
erans stood in line at the grave of 
their departed Comrade, D. H. Turner, 
the thought was impresssd upon the 
observer of how rapidly their ranks 
were becoming depleted and that it 
will only be a question of a few, a 
very few years, before the sons of 
these men on Memorial Day will have 
ta take Up these almost sacred du ties 
where their fathers leave them off. 


At Oakdale Cemetery the usual 


Ritual ceremony of the G. A. R. was 
used, followed by a remarkable ad- 
dress by Gen. S. P. Jennison entitled, 
"What Will Memorial Day be in the 
Year 2065." 


It was remarkable in many ways, 


for the generosity expressed towards 
the Confederate soldier, for its just 
appreciation 
of the principles for 


which the Southerner fought for the 
speaker said: "It was because they 
were as honest as we in believing 
that they were in the right, that they 
were as willing as we to give life and 
fortune in the contest." 


It was doubly remarkable that these 


thoughts were written and this address 
delivered by the General 25 years ago 
on a similar occasion as yesterday 
before members of the G. A. R. at 
Redwing, Minn, at which time these 
sentiments did not meet with general 
approval as they do today. 


In speaking of the citizen soldiers of 


^••^^ee^^m^^^^^a^^^^ 
that is io say, to 'take a lively interest 
in politics. No citizen of a republic 
has a right to be indifferent to public 
affairs; or, rather let it be said, that 
the citizen who is indifferent to pub- 
lic affairs lends influence, always, to 
the success of the worse element in 
the body politic, to the triumph of the 
wrong side on every question, to the 
deterioration of the quality and the 
perversion of the purposes of govern- 
ment, of which they, however inert, 
are an influential part. This position 
of indifference to the fortunes of the 
country is particularly unsuitable for 
one who once offered life and fortune 
in its service. 


"But the soldier citizen, though a 


politician, cannot become a partisan. 
He touched elbows in line with patri- 
otic men of the opposite party. 
He 


fought against mistaken 
men who 


were as honest and patriotic, as they 
understood it, as he." 


In closing the speaker said, "This 


celebration, in 20b5, such as I imagine 
it, will be almost a religious one. 
Fourth of July for jubilation, bonfires, 
cannon, fireworks and soaring rhetor- 
ical eagles. Memorial Day for soften- 
ed thoughts of affection, or sacrifice, 
of the divine qualities found in finite 
man. When that time arrive* the ad- 
dresses will so much resemble in tone 
and character the sermons now in 
some, places preached on the preceed- 
ing Sunday that one delivery will be 
found to answer for both." 


After the address the graves of the 


old soldiers were decorated.

CONVICT FARM A SUCCESS. 


TUat 1« Lrfyaisiann Has Provert Vront- 


able as Well as Beneficial. 


The experiments undertaken In Lou- 


isiana some years ago of colonizing the 
less hardened criminals upon farms has 
been attended by gratifying results, 
thus far. The State Constitution adopt- 
frt in 18W provided that after the ex- 
piration of the leases then In force no 
convicts should be hired out to private 
contractors. The Board of Penitentiary 
Commissioners bought lands and erect- 
ed buildings for the housing of those 
convlcta who conld be employed out- 
Bide the prison -walls, and many of the 
able-bodied prisoners were set to work 
raising cotton, as well as corn and oth- 
er food crops, and caring for cattle and 
hogs, all the results of their labor sto 
be applied to the support of the penal 
Institutions and their Inmates. 


The Legislature appropriated $200,- 


000 for the •working out of the new 
plan and the report of the first year's 
operations Is now made public. From 
the two plantations which were estab- 
lished the total cash income for the 
first year Is $180,000. Besides this ready 
money the board has several thousand 
tons of hay, 40,000 bushels of corn and 
enough peas and potatoes to carry men 
and stock through the next crop year. 
One of the farms has a stearu sawmill, 
which is run by the convicts. Some of 
them are employed In building levees, 
and others who are unable to perform 
such active labor are busied with light 
work In the prison at Baton Itouge. 
The good effect of the system upon the 
health of the prisoners themselves IB 
shown by the fact that the mortality 
among Louisiana convicts has been re- 
duced one-half. Conditions in the (Julf 
States are said to be more favorable for 
outdoor employment of convicts than 
they are in the North.

voters this year. Every qualified 
elector should see to it that his 
name is properly entered upon 
the Great Register; otherwise he 
will lose his vote at the general 
election to be held in November. 


A call has been issued bv the 


Republican State Central Com- 
mittee for primary elections on 
Tuesday, August 12. Tne law 
requires that all voters, in order 
to be qualified to vote at the 
primaries, must have registered 
at least ten days before the date 
on which the primaries are to be 
held. Any persons who fail to 
qualify for the primaries must 
register not.less than forty clays 
before the date of the general 
election, in orderQto be qualified 
to vote at that election.

Manitoba the general reader ha this 
country la we!! posted, but what does 
be know about the provisional prov- 
inces? Asslnlboia lies north of North 
Dakota and eastern Montana and bas 
an area of 00,340 square miles. Al- 
berta comprises 100,000 square miles, 
and lies north of western Montana. Sas- 
katchewan Is north of Asslnlboia. Its 
area is 114,000 square miles. The mer- 
cury goes pretty low In these regions 
in the winter season, but there is little 
snow, while the air is dry and the sky 
Is generally bright, so that cold is felt 
less there than where a humid atmos- 
phere prevails. There are frequent vis- 
its of melting weather heralded by the 
Chinook wind, and except during Jan- 
uary and February the climate is not 
severer than In the region of the great 
lakes. Once all this country was sup- 
posed to be doomed forever to the status 
of a wilderness dotted with trading 
posts of the Hudson Bay Company. 
Now It is recognized as available for 
the production of No. 1 hard wheat, in 
crops ranging from thirty to sixty bush- 
els to the acre. When Canada comes 
Into the Union this great region will 
be well settled with prosperous farm- 
era. It seems to be a far better coun- 
try in many respects than that toward 
the east. 
During the past half cen- 


tury there has been a steady stream of 
immigration to the United States from 
Eastern Canada.
